A SENATORIAL VISITOR.

Hon. J. H. Mitehell visited The Dalles
Wednesday for the purpose of examin-
ing his political fences. Our reporter
interviewed Lim on the matter of open-
ing the Columbia and the forfeiture of
the lands beld ont for the Northern
Pacific. With regard to the locks, the
Senator spoke very hopefully, and
thinks the fact that many Bastern con-
gressmen have visited this section dur-
ing the snmmer will open their eyes to
the magnitude of the river and the
eountry tributary to it, and that a large
appropriution can be secured. Of the
forfeiture gquestion he said: **For sev-
eral sessions the senate has passed a
bill forfeiting the lands from Wallula to
Poriland, but the house has always re-
fused to puss the bill, insisting on for-
feiting all that portion of the grant,
through which the road was uncom-
pleted during the time preseribed in the
granting act.” He lurther stated that
he thonght the bill wounld be passed by
the senate the coming session, and was
of the opinion the House would yield the
point and pass it. He ‘gtated  very
{frankly that he was opposed to forfeiting
any of the lands where the road was
completed as itwas contrary to law, and
he said it in such a frank, plausible way
that looking in his pleasant eyes we
were almost tempted to belieye that he
believed what esaid. It may be true
that tho forteiture of lands along the
completed rouds would not be sustained
by the U. 8. supreme’ conrt, but if this
id the ease, the laws are intérpreted one
way for the seftler, and another for the
corporations. Time was of the essencee
of contract as much with the building of
the railrond, asit is with the perfecting
title by the settler.  The Benator’s
time was well taken up, in chieering the
weary hearts of impatient office seekers,
and from the number gathéred around
kim, we judge oor neigboring elty in-
tends tc focnish. material for -all the
offices in the state and Alaska. They
were thicker than flies around a molas:
s¢8 barrel.

IRRIGATION.

So fur the irvigation question hag'de-
veloped three sides, one being firmly in
favor of it, anothor agaivst it, and the
third what might be termed a mugwomp,
taking a little of both, and that judic-
iously. Inthe wmeanwhile no steps are
taken towards gecting a supply of water,
and the chances are that the three
theories will remgin for some time at
least, incapablo of demonstration. We
have spent the larger portion of our
life o a country where irrrigation was
practiced, awd our experience satisfies
wa that irrigation will not produce ma-
laria, that if properly managed it will
uot, produce 4 premature 'or too abun--
dant growth, but that it will aid in
eyary ius_l:unfe, both trees and small
fruity, as well ns grains ‘and grasses.
One thing is ceriain, that by the aid of
irrigation, alfalfn can be produced in
abundance, at least three crops a year,
and the.common red clover will produce
almost, il nol quite as well, if properly
irrigated. Itistroe, that the injodicions
use of water will. injure fruit trees and
that it will ruin an alfalis pateh gquicker
than anything else, but thatis not the
[ault of the system, but the faultiness of
the application of it.  Because one ease
of injudicions appiication of water has
produced an  oyergrowth of wood,
ig nomore proof that the svstem is at

fault, than is the fact that am unwise

overloading of opes digestive organs
with unripe plums proves that plums
are unfit for food. TLe only ‘hing to
fear in the wmatter of irvigation I8 scar-
city of water, as a little experience will
convince anyone that properly used, the
benefits derivad from being able to fur-
nish your plants with water when they
ueed it, are incalenlable.

try will be & very important one. Iset
ng assist in making Mr. Btoddard's the
beginning of onr manufacturing indus-
tries. The river will bring the forest
from it headwaters to our doors, but
the Stoddard fume will make the west-
ern gide of the valley tribntary to this
point. Bemdes all this, the concentra-
tion of toe lumber shipments ol this sec-
tion at Hood River, will give it a repu-
tation, and add materially to its ad-
vancement and prosperity. N\

will see the necessity of making some ar-
rangements for loading wood on the cars
here. At present this work is enly ae-
complished with difficulty and requires
i strong ignorant man to do it; strong
to stand it, and ignorant to stay withit,
gither this or untoward circumstances,
uver which a man has no control, are re-
guired to do the work. Very soon the
post driyve will be here and 80,000 posts
will have to be loaded on the cars here.
Thig 15 qitite & job at tlie best, but with
the present facilities, will require double
the work it ghould. . And while the com=
pany is  making this improvement it
ghould also get rid of that miserable lit-
te diggracing gand bank by the depot.
It is the only spot of sand'in the neigh-
borhood, and is situated just where it
shouldn't be.
